#135—Imperforate Plate No. 
Material in Sisson's Sales 

Have you noted the number of im- 
perforate plate number blocks that 
are coming on the market thru Jim 
Sisson's auctions? Included have been 
most of the 20th century imperfor- 
ates, plus the numeral and maple leaf 
issues of 1897-98. Seems to me, con- 


sidering the desirability of this ma- 


terial, and its rarity, that the prices 
have been much too low. Many of 
these items are unique, others exist 
in very small quantities. How long 
will it take collectors to wake up to 
the fact that a major philatelic event 
is taking place by their disposal? 
Prices, with but few exceptions, have 
not commanded much of a premium 
over ordinary imperforate blocks. 





#136—One Cent P.E.I. Forgery 

Album Weeds does not mention 
this one, and surprisingly enough 
neither does Quarles in his recent 
A.P.S. article, but this forgery has 
been known for some time. 





Some years ago I purchased a large 
glossy print of this forgery from 
some enterprising dealer, the name 
now slips me. Last year while in 
Guelph, Ont. I picked up the only 
copy I have seen. 

It is perf 11% all around, on rather 
thick wove paper, with white gum. 
The lettering is thicker than on the 
original, and while the background 
is less distinct than the original, it 
1s otherwise a gool reproduction. My 
copy is yellow rather than the orange 
brown of the normal stamp. 


LETTER FROM GREECE 





Victoria Times 

A resident of Victoria who was 
born in Greece recently received a 
letter from his former home. It came 
in an envelope the back of which was 
entirely covered by 10 stamps. Nine 
of these stamps were worth 400 
drachmas each and the 10th was 
worth 1,000 drachmas. 

Before the war a drachma was 
worth 20 cents. At the old rate those 
stamps would have cost $920. Now 
they are just enough to carry one 
light letter. Such is the inflation 
which the heroie country of Greece 
has suffered along with the physical 
devastation of war. 

There is something more interest- 
ing on the envelope. The 1,000-drach- 
ma stamp carries the Greek flag, of 
course, but also, curiously enough, 
the flags of Britain, Australia and 
New Zealand and under them, the 
map of Crete. 

Greece has not forgotten how the 
soldiers of the Commonwealth came 
to its rescue — vainly, for the mom- 
ent — in the darkest days of the war 
when they could ill be spared from 
the campaign of Africa. Here is a 
reminder that we have friends, allies 
and gallant fighters on the very edge 
of the Iron Curtain. 
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T.S.C. CLUB NOTES 


June 7th’s meeting of the Toronto 
Stamp Collectors Club was the larg- 
est attended of the season due to the 
fact that two of its specialists were 
speaking on the pence issues of Can- 
ada. Vincent G. Greene displayed 
numerous sheets from his album and 
gave explanations of the rarities.

A 
eollector must have the background 
of knowledge in order to appraise the 
relative value of an old cover which 
has been offered to him. Information 
given by Dr. Jephcott, gained 
through much research, will undoubt- 
edly help those present at the meet- 
ing to more intelligently size up the 
value and rarity of items which they 
might come across. 

It was Walter S. Bayley's Sideline 
Trophy Night at the Toronto Stamp 
Collectors’ Club on Thursday evening, 
June 21st.

It is now known that the 5e post- 
age stamp that will be issued by 
Canada on the 24th of September 
of this year, will display a reproduc- 
tion of the side-paddle wheel steam- 
ship the “City of Toronto.” 

I quote below H. Scadding from 
“Toronto of Old", p. 575. 


“In 1835 and years immediately 
following, additional names appear in 
the Toronto harbour steam-marine 
lists — the Experiment, the Queen, 
the Gore, the Princess Royal, the 
Traveller, the City of Toronto (the 
first steamer so named), all of them 
boats built at Niagara under the 
superintendence of Capt. Dick, and 
all of them, with the exception of 
the Traveller, in the Royal Mail Ser- 
vice, The City of Toronto, built in 
1841, and commanded by Captain 
Dick, was the first steamer that con- 
veyed the mails westward. The mail- 
service previously had been perform- 
ed by Mr. Weller and his stage- 
coaches. The principal owners of the 
vessels named were Mr. James Lock- 
hart, of Niagara, Capt. Dick himself, 
Mr. Andrew Heron, also of Niagara, 
and Mr. Donald Bethune . . . Simul- 
taneously with the Transit and 
Queen, the City of Toronto also plied 
to Niaeara, under the command of 
Capt. Dick . The Chief Justice 
continued to ply between Toronto and 
Niagara in company with the City of 
Toronto, until the removal of the 
latter vessel to the waters of Lake 
Huron, where she became famous as 
the Algoma.” 


and from “The Municipality of To- 
ronto, A History” by J. E.Middleton, 
p. 461, | 

“The first contract for carrying 
mails by steamer from Dickenson’s 
Landing to Toronto was awarded to 
Donald Bethune in December, 1840. 
The distance between the two points 
had to be covered in thirty-six hours, 
requiring five first class steamers 
to ensure the punctual delivery of the 
mails demanded by the Government. 
Mr. Hamilton’s boats, the Niagara, 
Princess Royal and City of Toronto, 





the last two being on the stocks, 
were chartered by Mr. Bethune. and 
formed what was known as the 
"Royal Mail Line"; these three ves- 
sels ran from Toronto to Kingston, 
connecting with the steamers Brock- 
ville, Canada and Gilderslieve, which 
carried the mail from Kingston to . 
Dickenson's Landing, at which point 
connection was made with the mail 
stage to and from Montreal" 

I note that the quotation from 
Scadding states that the City of To- 
ronto was the first vessel that con- 
veyed the mails westward. Middle- 
ton states that the City of Toronto 
ran from Toronto to Kingston. There 
appears to be a discrepancy here. 
Who can clarify the question?

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An Unchronicled Newfoundland Variety 


By H. A. MacMaster, BNAPS 


It is common knowledge that the 
Postage Due stamps of Newfound- 
land were lithographed in sheets of 
one hundred subjects on thick, soft, 
unwatermarked, wove paper. The ori- 
ginal transfer was made up in twen- 
ty-five subjects (5 x 5) repeated four 
times to make up the lithographic 
plate of one hundred. 

I have seen hundreds of these 
Postage Due stamps and until quite 
recently believed that they were al- 
ways on the same paper and from 
the same plate. Some short time ago, 
a friend of mine told me she had 
seen the 10c value on watermarked 
paper. This interested me greatly, 
and I immediately set to work run- 
ning down this variety. I have since 
procured a block of four and have 
seen two complete sheets. (Since the 
above was written the Stanley Stamp 
Co. 877 Hornby St. Vancouver, re- 
port having acquired a  fair-sized 
stock of this stamp). 

The ¡stamp is on thin, hard, curly, 
watermarked paper, similar to that 
used for the regular issue of 1941-44. 
The original transfer has been made 
up of fifty subjects (5 x 10) repeated 
twiee to make up the plate of one 
hundred. An interesting feature of 
these stamps is the fact that the 
sheet is watermarked “Coat of Arms" 
for one hundred subjects, with no 
watermark in the sheet margins, 
whieh are quite wide. Thus, if the 
sheets were not properly fed into 
the press, it would be possible to 
have one vertical or horizontal row 
of stamps appear without water- 
mark. i 

Other Varieties 


There are numerous minor varities 
on the sheet, always repeated in the 
same position in each vertical half 
of the sheet. This would seem to 
prove that the original transfer was 
made up in fifty subjects and repeat- 
ed twice to make up the sheet. The 
best of these minor varieties is on 
stamp numbers 91 and 96 on the 
sheet and takes the form of a large 
white period in the label after the 
word “Due.” This variety is very 
pronounced and easily discernible. On 


stamps number 1 and 6 there is a 
broken “s” in “Cents,” and on stamps 
nümber 2 and 7 there is a small col- 
oured dot dropping from the base of 
the “1” in “10”, These are all con- 
stant varieties. 

Of major importance is a variety 
that appears on the twenty-third 
and twenty-eighth stamp on the sheet 
or stamp number 13 on each vertical 
half. This is a breaking down of the 


*D" in *Due," which, eliminating the. 


curved portion of the “D”, makes it 
appear as a perfect letter “L” and 
thus making the inscription read 
“Postage Lue," rather than “Postage 
Due." 

The over-all size of the sheet is 
10% by 1314, while the measurement 
of the whole image, as well as the 


. image of the watermark, is approxi- 


mately 8% x 11. 

Worthy of note and of added in- 
terest to the specialist is the fact 
that the cutting guide lines in the 
shape of a double lined cross are 
watermarked right into the paper at 
each corner of the sheet.

CANADA’S FIRST STAMPS 

The following clipping appeared re- 
cently in The Montreal Dail Star, 
and appears to be a letter to the 
editor covering an authorship slip in 
another article relating to the 12d 
black.

Stamps appearing in our spring num- 
ber, in your recent article The Vie- 
toria Design by Sandford Fleming. 
Unfortunately we find that our auth- 
or like numerous others in the past 
was mistaken in attributing the de- 
sign of the first 12 penny stamp to 
Sandford Fleming and the original of 
the relative portrait to John Part- 
ridge, R.A. Philatelists seem agreed 
that the portrait used is adapted 
from the full length oil by E. A. 
Chalon, R.A., painted soon after the 
Queen's accession June 20, 1837 and 
engraved by Samuel Cousins, A.R.A., 
for publication the day of the coro- 
nation June 28, 1838. 

The Province of Canada was the 
first to use the Chalon portrait—1851 
—but the example was followed by 
New Brunswick in 1853 and quite 
generally throughout the Empire 
soon after that. Who designed the 
Canadian 12 penny stamp and en- 
graved the portrait in miniature does 
not seem to be very certain but he 
was probably an artist-engraver em- 
ployed by the New York firm of 
Rawdon. Wright, Hatch and Edson 
who printed Canada's first stamps. 
The firm later became the American 
Bank Note Company. 

Fleming undoubtedly designed the 
first three penny *Beaver" stamp but 
not the six penny Prince Albert, nor 
the 12 penny Queen Victoria. Great 
man as he was, such accurate drafts- 
manship, retaining the likeness of the 
painted original, was surely beyond 
his talents and training as a sur- 
veyor. 

Undoubtedly also he had in his 
possession the Partridge portrait of 
the Queen — original or copy? — 
salvaged from the Montreal fire of 
1849 and may have suggested using 
it, whereupon the government de- 
manded the return of its lost prop- 
erty. Fleming is credited by one writ- 
er with having suggested the Chalon 
portrait which was finally adopted 
but this seems to have been his sole 
contribution to the design of the 12 
penny stamp. — C. S. Howard, Man- 
aging Editor, The Journal, Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, Toronto.

U.S. Post Offices will be opened 
July 1, in the Marshall Islands, in 
the Mariana Islands and in the Caro- 
line Islands according to the Postal 
Bulletin. 


There will be four post offices in 
the Caroline Islands. Thus far they 
are listed as Ponape, Truk, Koror and 
Yap. All wil be fourth class. The 
Marshall Islands post office will be 
named Saipan. Collectors shouid send 
communications to these new post of- 
fices in care of the Postmaster, 
Guam. 


The new United Nations stamps 
wil not appear until September. 
These 15 stamps will not be issued 
simultaneously as first announced. 
This will make it easier for collectors 
te complete the sets. 


The Postal Note issue of 18 denom- 
inations was discontinued March 31. 
and is now on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency, Washington, D.C. A com- 
plete revision of the money order 
system goes into effect July 1. 

The 3c commemorative, marking 
the 100th Anniversary of the First 
Permanent Settlement in Nevada, 
had its first day sale at Genoa, 
Nevada. It is printed in green, and a 
central design depicts a log cabin 
with mountain range in the back- 
ground and a pioneer scene typical 
of the period of the first white settle- 
ment in Nevada. First day covers 
are available to those interested. 

The Canal Zone will issue a 10c 
ordinary commemorative on August 
15. The stamp honors West Indian 
laborers. 

A series of 6 airmails will be is- 
sued July 16, by the Canal Zone. The 
denominations are 4c, 6c, 10c, 21e, 
31e and 80c. The background of the 
design is the Caribbean area of the 
Western Hemisphere with a circle in 
which the words “AIR MAIL” ap- 
pear, and a wing flight symbol across 
the top of the stamp. 

The nited States will issue a com- 
memorative for the 250th Annivers- 
ary of the Landing of Antoine de la 
Mothe Cadillac at what is now De- 
troit, Mich. Details of the design and 


- 


date of issue will be announced later. 

There were 3,000 covers carried by 
Captain Charles Blair, the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways pilot, on his non-stop 
solo flight from Norway to Alaska 
over the North Pole. 

The covers are marked by the Nor- 
wegian post office as mail carried on 
the first Norway-Alaska Non-Stop 
Polar Flight, and will be sold at auc- 
tion in New York for the benefit of 
the Runyon Cancer Fund. 

Scott’s Publications new Popular 
Stamp Catalog went on sale in June. 
It is a beautifully illustrated, color- 
fully bound, simplified edition of the 
Standard Catalog. No postage due, 
official, special delivery, occupation 


or postal tax issues of foreign coun- 


tries are listed. The U.S. listings in- 
clude all the classifications, however. 


It is 1,280 pages, and complete 
through April 1951. The price is 
$3.00.

States Specialized Catalog of First 
Day Covers” is available now. It lists 
and prices all known U.S. first day 
covers, and is recognized as a stand- 
ard to first day cover collecting for 
18 years. It is priced at only 50c.
